We have left in the junk heap of 
forgotten errors the old practices which 
were necessary to employ in order to 
interest the public in the education of 
the deaf, and which finally led to the 
salutary legal provisions for their* in¬ 
struction as a’part of the school 
system. The less this important 
branch of education is mentioned as 
a charity, and the more it is spoken 
of as a right, the better it will be for 
our schools, for the children in them, 
and for the high type of trained men 
and women who devote their lives to 
teaching this group of the community. 
We need to make every effort, and be 
continually on guard, to see that this 
important branch of education is not 
disparaged by'being linked with any 
idea of charity.
